interested to k now that this is the 
p rinter’s p late number, and y>n will re ­ 
call that by this number the p rinter and 
his assistants arc charged w ith every 
sheet of damp paper they handle, and 
that this number is credited with every 
sheet of stomps, perfect or imperfect, 
that they return, and one must always 
agree with the other, says Golden Days. 
As the sheets come damp from the 
press they are pack ed up in stack s, a 
sheet of tissue paper between each sheet 
of stamps, and, after more counting and 
passing of receipts, are tak en to another 
division, where they are 
p lueed in small 
batch* s in wire bottomed trays in a 
room fill* d from floor to ceiling w ith 
these trays, and whore a series of eleo- 
trieally projsdled fans k»*< p the air con­ 
tinually in motion. 
In about 
1 2 hours 
they are dry of ink and moisture. Then 
deft lingered girls tak e them in large 
bundles and, laying one hand in the 
middle, turn with incredible rapidity 
sheet after sheet. 
The impression is 
made upon the visitor that they are 
counting them, and counting at a furi­ 
ous rate, and so they arc, but they are 
k eenly and critically ex amining the 
sheets at the same timo for all sorts of 
imporfoet i< 
mis. 
This is the only division of the bureau 
where they do things ‘'by halves” and 
accomplish the Is m results. One ex am 
incr ex amines only tin* left hand sides 
of the sheets and passes them to another, 
who ex amine# the right hand sides.

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The Hon. Hok © Smith, secretary of 
the interior, delivered a speech in New 
York on May 1ft on the currency ques­ 
tion. 
It is a speech that should be re;ul 
by all who buy and sell and who vote 
or have influence w ith voters. 
It is as 
follows: 
The people of this country m ak e their 
son tracts payable in dollars. 
They do 
business in dollars. 
Uncertainty as to 
the meaning of the word dollar must 
create doubt as to the effect of con­ 
tracts and general distrust in business. 
The dollar of the United States at 
present has a distinct meaning. 
It is 
equivalent to 
2 d. 2 2 grains of p ure gold. 
Paper dollars are mere promises to pay 
in coin. Silver dollars, while they con­ 
tain bullion worth only about 50 
om i t s 
each, have been surrounded by safe­ 
guards of legislation lim iting the num ­ 
ber coined and supporting them by the 
credit of the government, so that they 
have been k ept on a p arity w ith gold 
dollars. Twenty-tlirce-twenty-two-one- 
hundredths grains of gold therefore 
m easure the value of w hat is meant by 
a dollar, when the term is. used fir 
trade here, and this has Iwen true for 
about 50 years, with the ex ception of 
the period during which p ap er dollars 
were depreciated. 
Upon the floor of tho house of repre­ 
sentatives in 1850, when the bill was 
pending which made fractional cur­ 
rency subsidiary, Cyrus L. Dunham of 
Indiana, who had charge of the bill, 
s a id : 
“ An objection urged against this pro­ 
posed change is that it gives us a gold 
standard only. 
* * * Gentlemen talk 
about a double standard of gold and sil­ 
ver as a thing that ex ists, and that we 
propose to change. 
We have had but a 
single standard for the last three or tour 
years; this has 
been ami now is gold ; we 
p rop ose to let it remain sound adapt sil­ 
ver to and regulate it by gold.” 
After this long ex perience in theu.se 
of dollars based upon 22.22 grains of 
gold the advocates of silver demand its 
free, unlimited and independent coinage 
at the present rutio. 
This is really a proposition to remove 
from silver dollars the safeguards of leg­ 
islation which surround them, to with­ 
draw the limit and to tak e from them 
the support of the government. 
It is an 
effort to reach a bimetallic currency by 
the free and unlimited coinage of two 
metals at a fix ed ratio which places 100 
cents’ worth of bullion in the geld dol­ 
lar and 50 cents’ worth of builliou in 
the silver dollar. 
The ex perience of every country which 
has 
a tte m p te d the free and unlimited 
coinage of two metals at a ratio disre­ 
garding the commercial value of the 
bullion of each metal p ut into a dollar 
has been the coinage and use of the 
cheaper uietal and the loss as money of 
the more valuable metal. The principle 
is thus ex pressed by Sir Isaac Gresham: 
“ If debased coin is attempted to lie 
circulated w ith full valued coin, all of 
the latter will disapi>ear from circula­ 
tion, and the overvalued and debased 
coin will alone remain, to the ruin oi 
our comiiu rce and business. 
This indisputable doctrine was taught 
in the fourteenth century by Nicholas 
Oresme and again in the six teenth cen­ 
tury by Nicholas Copernicus. 
Coming 
down to 1717, Sir Isaac Newton, at that 
time director of the m int of England, 
declared: 
“ If silver leaves the shores of England 
in crowns or in ingots, the produce of 
coins remelted, and gives place* to gold, 
it is because the value which the 
m one ­ 
tary le gislation assigns to it, in relation 
to gold, is not correct. ” 
Apply the lesson practically to om 
own money. 
With free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the ratio of 
lb to I silver monometallism would re­ 
sult, and the 
m easure of the value of 
our dollar would be 271 hj grains of sil­ 
ver, worth about 
1 2 grains of geld. 
But tin* advocates of silver coinage 
insist that w ith 271 14 grains of silver 
admitted in unlimited quantities to the 
mints for coinage, free of charge, the 
: bullion value of this number 
1 1’ grains 
: would necessarily be equal, lief ore coin- I 
age, to the coined dollar. 
This is true, 
and it would be equally true of 100 
grains, or of 1 grain, it' admitted free 
and in unlimited quantities to coinage, 
indeed, if chips were admitted free and 
m unlimited quantities to the privilege 
of being stamped into dollars, the chips, 
before they were stanijied, wmild be 
worth us much us the dollars utter they 
were stamped, but unfortunately the 
dollars would be worth no more than 
chips. 
Another favorite argument of the free 
silver advocates refers to the ex perience 
of France, and they have claimed all 
over the country that France, from 1803 
to 1874, by fix ing a legal ratio for the 
coinage of silver and gold (at 15 
to 1), 
k ept the commercial ratio between the 
two metals at the same 
figures. 
This 
inaccurate statement has been one of 
their principal argument« . If they will 
really ex amine the history of France, 
they will find that before 1820 the <lif- 
ferenee between the commercial value 
of gold ami silver ex ceeded 15U to 
1, 
and Franco become silver monometallic. 
Later on, between 1840 and 1850 the 
comm* reiul ditTeience was h >s than 
Id *w to 1, ami France became gold m on­ 
ometallic. 
From 1702 to 1850 the sut jeet of coin­ 
age of gold and silver was frequently 
| discussed by American statesmen, and 
I no suggestion can be found, from any 
j of them, that the government could 
overcome even a small difb r< nee in the 


commercial value oi metals by i-et* 
n.ud 
unlimited coinage at a fix * d rp 
This • uutry failed to add 
■' ;yu eent 
to tin- value of silv< r and mak e u equal 
to a ratio of 15 to 1 w ith gold prior to 
1« 34, and it failed to add 6 per cent to 
gold and mak e it equal to a rati*) of I 
to Id w ith silver .-ubscquont to 1840. 
No limit can 
be placed upon the 
mass of silver still unmined. 
Good au­ 
thority indicates that the present an­ 
nual volume can be produced for about 
60 cents an ounce. 
It is impossible to 
place and m aintain a price upon such a 
commodity which would give it a profit 
entirely disproportioried to that earned 
by the av erage enterprise. 
Yet the a d ­ 
vocates of free coinage of silver now 
propose to undertak e the ex periment at 
a local ratio of 
1 0 to 
1, although the 
commercial ratio is 2 1 to 1. 
We are therefor** confronted with a 
proposition to change the meaning of 
the dollar from 
2 2 . 2 2 grains of gold 
to 271 
grains of silver. 
As 871,*4 
grains of silver are w orth only about 
1 2 
grains of g**ld, it is practically a propo­ 
sition, at a single blow, to reduce the 
value (if a dollar one-half. 
It is a movement more radical than 
one to reduce openly the bullion in a 
gold dollar to 12 grains. This would lie 
a step dangerous, but definite. 
No one 
k nows what. 871 1 .j grains of silver would 
be worth under free and unlimited coin­ 
age. It is impossible to say whether the 
increased demand for silver would carry 
271 
grains of silver somewhat above 
1 2 grains of gold, or whether this in­ 
creased demand would shortly produce 
a disproportioncd increased supply and 
carry the, value of 27 1 
1 4 grains of sil­ 
ver somewhat tie low 
1 2 grains of gold. 
I am aware that the advocates of free 
coinage of silver object to estim ating 
the value of silver in gold, but all in­ 
ternational trade is measured by grains 
of gold. 
No m atter w hat system we 
adopt, unless our international com ­ 
merce is abandoned, our dollars will be 
actually measured by gold, even though 
we fix the m upon a silver standard. 
Tb** movement for tlie free and un­ 
l i m i t e d coinage of silver is therefore 
an effort not only t<> reduce the value of 
a dollar about one-half, but to leave it 
in a state of uncertainty. It threatens a 
complete change in 
tin* meaning of the 
term dollar to some meaning in the 
neighborhood of one-half its present 
meaning. 
It threatens an entire change 
of th** value of the term by which con­ 
tracts and credits are estimated and by 
which business is conducted. 
In « very country where progress and 
prosperity are found the great bulk of 
busin* ss must depend upon credits. Tin* 
credits are estimated in dollars, and 
whatever creates a doubt as to the moan­ 
ing of a dollar must tend to suppress 
business. 
The mere threat involves un­ 
certainty, and this uncertainty must be 
removed to bring buck to business nor­ 
mal prosperity. 
To appreciate the importance of re­ 
moving doubt upon this subject, con­ 
template briefly the process of reaching 
the projmsed silver standard. 
We saw 
111 181)2 a paralysis of business, in large 
part produced by the threat of a silver 
standard. 
If a president and congress were elect­ 
ed in November committed to the free 
and unlimited coinage of 87 11J grains 
of silver iu to dollars, nearly six months 
would pass before they could be inaugu­ 
rated and six months more before til** 
proposed legislation could become law. 
During that timo creditors would seek 
to protect themselves against being paid 
in dollars worth only about 
J 2 grains of 
gold, and they would endeavor to mak e 
collections before th*' unlimited coinage 
of depreciated dollars began. The debt 
ors would not be allowed to remain 
debtors until they could get the advan­ 
tage of paying off what they owul at 
50 cents 01 1 tin* dollar; they would be 
forced to immediate settlements. 
Sher­ 
iffs and constables would call upon 
them without delay. Depositors in bank s 
would w ithdraw 
their money. 
The 
large merchants, forced to settle their 
foreign indebtedness, would insist upon 
immediate payment of debts due from 
smaller merchants. 
The smaller m er­ 
chants in turn would be compelled to 
force collections from their customers. 
The great volume of business conducted 
up m credits would cease. 
Manufacturing enterprises could not 
afford to continue 
business or mak e 
contracts until the value of the new 
dollar could be settled by the determ i­ 
nation of just w hat 2 7 1 grains of sil­ 
ver would prove to be worth. Manufac­ 
tories would close. 
Business houses 
would fail. 
Bank s would lx > raided. 
The unemployed would be numbered by 
millions. 
The farm ers would find few 
purchasers for their products. Want and 
famine would pervade the land. 
At tli*' end of a few years, when busi­ 
ness sett led down to the new meaning 
of a dollar, fluctuations in the com­ 
mercial price of silver would still k eep 
our dollars of uncertain value and liin 
tier dome stie trade. 
Business interests, reaching from the 
richest bank er to the poorest paid labor­ 
er, require the removal of all doubt 
about the meaning of a dollar. No man 
should be trusted even with an imp or­ 
tant nomination who does not recognize 
that the value of a dollar is now meas­ 
ured by 22.22 grains of gold, and who 
Is not willing to openly declare his p ur­ 
pose to help k eep it there.

department. 
Twenty years later these 
again had more than doubled. 
In 1858 
there w ire 550,000 volumes. 
Having 
once obtained an impetus, the mass rap ­ 
idly increased, and at this moment the 
number of 
volumes 
is calculated to 
amount to the « normous total of 1,750,- 
0 0 0, not counting single sheets or parts 
of work s that are accumulating. 
The space which this mass of p rinted 
material occupies has to be reck oned in 
miles. The shelves of the reading room 
and iron galleries constructed around it, 
which are k nown as the new library, 
all told, ex tend to more than eight and 
twenty miles; those in the rest of th 
*1 
dep artment to 11 miles. 
It may be no­ 
ticed that this total of 39 miles is nearly 
the same as that of the shelving of the 
French National library, according to re­ 
cent calculations. 
The prospect of in­ 
crease of this mileage may be viewed 
] with comparative equanimity 
111 con­ 
nection w ith the st* rage of the ordinary 
] octavos of literature, but when one con- 
| templates the rapid growth of liewspa- 
; pers the limits of the available space 
i within the present buildings are almost 
| within sight.— Westminster Gazette.

The Sioox or Dakota tribe of Ind i­ 
ans has been for a considerable time the 
most powerful confederation of aborig­ 
ines on the American continent. 
They 
could place today several thousand w ar­ 
riors in the field, and they have given 
our government much trouble during 
the past generation. 
It was the Sioux 
who were the most actively engaged in 
war with us, after th* discovery of gold 
in California in 1849 caused such a 
stream of emigration across tlie conti­ 
ne nt; they were the leaders in the de­ 
struction of Custer and his command; 
it was they who perpetrated the terri­ 
ble massacres of 1 
in Minnesota and 
who came so near bringing 
011 a general 
war in 189 0-1. 
Among the famous leaders of the 
Sioux was Little Crow, who at the be­ 
ginning of the outbreak of 1802 was 
living in a comfortable brick house near 
one of the agencies, w hich had been 
erected by our government as an induce­ 
ment for him to help in the civilization 
of his turbulent people. 
He was count­ 
ed ui)on as one of the stanchest friends 
of the whites and indeed had lost caste 
w ith many of his own people because of 
his support of their measures. 
Yet on the fatal day in August when 
the fierce bucks ran to his house and 
awoke him from sleep to ask his advice 
as to what should be done, Little Crow, 
instead of counseling peace, told them 
that, inasmuch as trouble must inevita­ 
bly occur between tlie whites and his 
people, it m ight as well begin then as 
at any time. 
He proposed that they 
should go to the agency and kill the 
traders and volunteered to act as their 
leader. 
Having thus identified himself 
w ith the hostile« , he became one of the 
most bitter and unrelenting of them all. 
He possessed considerable ability, and 
be threw himself heart and soul into 
the tight. 
He was tlie leader in several 
of the most decisive defeats received by 
detachments of troops; was in m minand 
in the attacks on New Ulm, Ft rt Ridge- 
ly and tlie agencies, struck many hard 
blows, and though he personally did not 
wish to torture prisoners was too weak 
to prevent his men from doing so. 
It always takes a civilized govern­ 
ment a considerable while to shake it­ 
self into shape when such a crisis comes. 
The civil war being then under way, 
quite a number of armed men were in 
Minnesota because of the call of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln for volunteers. By and by 
Colonel Sibley was able to reach the In 
dians, with the consequence that they 
were badly beaten. 
Not only did the 
majority surrender, but the leaders in 
the atrocious butcheries were caught 
and tried and 38 were hanged at M an­ 
kato in February, 18G3. 
Little Crow, however, fled northward 
with a large body of warriors and took 
refuge in the neighborhood of D evil’s 
lake, where, the following year, he re­ 
newed his crimes and outrages. He was 
so defiant that he notified Colonel ¡Sib­ 
ley where he was, adding that soon he 
intended to arrive with his men at the 
Yellow Medicine agency. 
The authorities became so incensed 
against the Sioux because of their atroc­ 
ities that they organized scouts to hunt 
them down and offered a reward for 
every one that was killed. Such was tlie 
state of affairs when, on Friday after­ 
noon, July 3, lsi(;3, Chauucey Lamp- 
sou, a boy, and his father, were w alk­ 
ing along the road several miles north 
of Hutchinson, one of the towns that 
had suffered severely from the massacre. 
Each had a gun over his shoulder, and 
they were walking side by side, talking 
in low tones, when the son suddenly 
touched the arm of his father and point­ 
ed to a little clearing, opening into the 
woods ahead. 
The two halted at sight 
of a couple of Indians picking berries. 
Their backs were toward the whites, 
who softly stepped behind the trees and 
held a whispered consultation as to 
what was best to do. 
There was no doubt that the Indians 
were hostiles, and had they seen the 
others' first would have shot them. 
Mr. 
Lampson and his boy decided to antici­ 
pate them. 
Taking 
a d v a nt a ge 
of the 
shelter afforded by a \ opiar surrounded 
with undergrowth, the father crept near 
enough to secure a good aim, when he 
fired at one of the Indians. 
The savage 
threw up his arms with a veil and fell 
to the ground badly wounded. 
Not 
knowing how many Indians might be 
near, Mr. Lampson began a cautious re­ 
treat, but was obliged to expese himself 
in doing so. 
The wounded Indian bad 
partly risen and aimed at him. 
At the 
tam e instant Chauncey, the son, drew 
a bead on the wounded savage, while 
the unwounded one leveled his gun at 
the boy. 
Rather singularly, all three 
tired at the same moment. 
Mr. Lampson received a flesh wound 
in the shoulder, the ball of the unharm ­ 
ed warrior grazed the boy’s cheek, while 
the missile of the youth instantly killed 
the wounded Indian. 
Then, fearing a 
charge from a war party, 
Chauncey 
dashed off for help. As it grew dark the 
father started for home by a circuitous 
route and safely reached there after 
midnight. The body of the slain Indian 
was cunied to Hutchinson, where, to 
the astonishment and relief of all, it 
was identified as that of the famous 
chief Little Crow.— Detroit Fro* Pro« « .

PIER C ED T H R O U G H BY A DRILL. 


T h e Iron F iltered Ills lia rk a m i C a m e Out 
T h r ou gh III« Kibs. 
They were discussing last night at a 
miners' boarding house the stabbing 
of Tom Lynch ar the Butte hotel, and 
a number of the cases of a similar na­ 
ture were* brought up in which tlie in­ 
jured men recovered and were as hearty 
as ever. 
“ The most remarkable case, though, 
that I ever beard of,” said Jerry Harri- 
gan, “ was that of Pat Mulligan, with 
whom I worked for many a year. 
I 
11 
June, 1881, Mulligan was working at 
the Gray Rock, when the shaft on that 
property w;is about 225 feet deep. M ul­ 
ligan was one of tin* sinking crew, and 
one day the bucket which was used for 
taking out the waste and water was be­ 
ing hoisted to the surface. 
The bucket 
was almost filled with water, and the 
shaft men, unknown to the topman, put 
six dull drills in the bucket to 1m1 sent 


011 top to be sharpened. 
The topman 
dumped the water 
111 a trough at the 
collar of the shaft without closing the 
trapdoors on top, and one of the drills 
rolled out, struck the trough and fell 
off down the shaft. It was an inch drill 
about two feet long and weighed about 
six pounds. 
“ Mulligan was in a stooping position 
when the drill struck him. 
It lot him 
back of the shoulder blade, passed clean 
through the body, narrowly missing his 
heart, and partly emerged from 
be­ 
tween the ribs. M ulligan’s horror strick­ 
en companions 
111 the shaft rushed to 
his assistance, and were about to pull 
the drill out from his back when M ulli­ 
gan calmly seized the lower end of the 
drill from where it protruded, and by a 
great effort pulled it through his body 
and threw it down at hi.- feet. 
“ It was a wonderful exhibition of 
strength and fortitude, but everybody 
who heard of the accident was confident 
that ho could not survive. 
He hovered 
be)tween life and death for about three 
weeks, and finally got apparently as 
well as ever. 
He worked for ten years 
in the mines of Butte and Granite, but 
finally met with a horrible- d< ath at the 
Anaconda mine on Nov. 4, 189 1, by 
falling with eight others from the; cage 
while being hoisted from the* m ine.” — 
Butte Inter Mountain. 


A H in t to Sm ok ers. 
Many tobacco smokers consider that 
little light specks on the wrapper of a 
cigar indicate a good article. 
Very few 
know how those specks get there. 
If 011 a hot day, when the sun has 
been beating down on the tobacco plants, 
a suddeD thunder shower should come 
up aud sprinkle the leaves with the im ­ 
mense drops of rain 
so common in Cuba, 
and it should then suddenly clear up, 
the sun coming out brightly again, the 
drop« of water 011 the* leaves will act as 
lenses and concentrate the sun’s rays, 
which burn the little specks upon the 
tobacco. 
The tobacco must be ripe in order that 
the sun may give thi-effect. On account 
¡f the great selling capacity c f this - at 
of wrapper, these spot« are made on the 
-.cheaper brands by chemical means.— 
London Standard.

No wondt r that the registry business 
f the postoffiee department is steadily 
dim inishing! The people are losing con­ 
fidence in the system us a means of in­ 
surance. 
Though the fee has been re ­ 
duced from 10 to 8 cents, the number of 
letters and parcels registered during the 
last fiscal year was less than 11,000,000. 
Four years ago the number exceeded 
15,000,000 annually. 
What is wanted 
is safety, and the system does not give 
it. 
When a mail car or a post office is rob­ 
bed, it is always the registered matter, 
advertised on its face as valuable, that 
is taken. In I860 the postmaster gener­ 
al of the United States advocated the 
abandonment of registration 
on 
the 
ground that it was “ fruitful only of 
danger to what it was designed to pro­ 
tect. ” 
The remedy is very simple. The gov­ 
ernment ought to grant compensation 
for regish red letters lost or destroyed. 
Nearly all foreign countries give such 
insurance. 
In Great Britain, for exam ­ 
ple, the registration fee is only 4 cents, 
and if the letter is not safely delivered 
to the addressee, an indemnity of $10 is 
paid to the loser. A graduated series of 
fees is so arranged that the sender of a 
parcel can insure it up to $250, this 
maximum guarantee requiring the pay­ 
ment of 22 cents. 
The parcel must be 
marked with its value. 
It is stated in the postal regulations 
of the United Kingdom, rather quaint­ 
ly, that payment of such insurance will 
be made by the postmaster general “ not 
in consequence of legal liability, but 
voluufai’iiy aud as an act of grace.” 
Registration of money or jewelry is 
compulsory; such articles are not per­ 
m itted to be sent in the ordinary mails 
At the same time parcels addressed to 
foreign parts cannot 
be 
registered, 
though for India they may be insured. 
The British government pays up to $10 
for the value of any ordinary unregister­ 
ed package, that is lo.-r in its mail srrv- 
iee. 
Tins applies only in the United 
Kingdom, and it docs not govern at all 
if the parcel is improperly wrapped or 
contains eggs, liquids or very fragile ar 
tides. 
Nearly all foreign countries insure 
otters and packages up to 
$ 1 0 in their 
domestic s* rvice w ithout extra fee. 
< >n 
the other hand, no indemnity is paid 
even for registered mail matter by the 
United States, Brazil, Bolivia, P ara­ 
guay, Uruguay, Chile, British India, 
Japan aud Kongo. 
These are the only 
exceptions to the general rule. 
The 
third assistant postmaster general of the 
United States in two annual reports has 
recommended to congress tin* granting 
of an indemnity on registered letters 
and packages not to exceed $10. This is 
sure to be done sooner or later. 
Turning to the regulations of the In­ 
ternational Postal union, one finds that 
the sender of a registered package to a 
foreign country is entitled to$10 
111 case 
of loss, unless the latter has been occa­ 
sioned by “ force niajeure” —meaning 
war. 
This indemnity must be paid bv 
the government that dispatches the pack­ 
age. 
However, that government may 
recover the amount from the govern­ 
ment in whose territory the loss was in­ 
curred. 
The adoption by Uncle Sam of an in­ 
demnity limited to $10 would increase 
the confidence of the public at very lit­ 
tle cost. During the last fiscal year 054 
pieces of register* d matter were lost. 
Supposing the maximum payment to be 
granted in each instance, the entire ex­ 
pense of such insurance would be $0,540 
for the twelvemonth. 
This is a trifle 
compared with the money gained that 
would accrue to the government from 
the increase in the registry business that 
would follow the acceptance of the in­ 
demnity plan. 
The latter would take 
from the ordinary mails a vast number 
of money letters and would make the 
transmission of such letters much more 
sate. 
The registry system practically pre­ 
vents dishonesty on the part, of postal 
employees. 
Every person who handles 
.. registered letter or package must give 
a no* ipt for it. 
If it is lost, tie post of 
fice department can put its hand, so to 
speak, on tie* spot where it disappeared. 
It cun go right to the individual who 
had it when it vam>hed and ean hold 
him responsible. If it i.s a case of theft, 
it is known exactly at what spot search 
ought to be begun, and t*!ie missing 
package or letter is very apt to her« * 
covered. 
It is considered most desirable that 
valuable packages should be taken out 
of the ordinary mails, where their pres­ 
ence is a constant temptation to postal 
employees. 
Thefts by 
them 
involve 
heavy expenses for 
detective work, 
trials, etc. Thousands of people make a 
regular practice of sending money in the 
ordinary mails because they 
believe 
that the chances of loss are increased by 
registration.— New York World.
